“Hollywood Community Sing— 
1950” has much in common with the 
“Hollywood Community Sing—1917.” 
With the fortitude born of necessity, 
the original members of the organiza- 
tion accepted the challenge of a sad 
war-weary community to combat the 
gloom that seemed a part of the 
minds of every one. Today, with 
threats of insecurity hovering near, 
the Sing offers a weekly night of 
friendly entertainment. 

Mrs. Cecil Frankel, the founder of 
the Hollywood Community Sing, and 
the small group of friends that she 
called together in 1917, envisioned 
great cultural institutions for Holly- 
wood. Largely through the splendid 
efforts of these leaders with farsighted 


plans the Hollywood Bowl Symphon- 
ies Under the Stars, the Easter Sun- 
rise Service in Hollywood Bowl and 
many other civic assets have come 
into being. 

The Hollywood Community Sing is 
known throughout the nation as the 
oldest established community sing 
and is now in its thirty-third consecu- 
tive year. It has been the inspiration 
for the founding of many similar 
sings in other communities. Many of 
the best known and beloved artists 
have been presented at the Holly- 
wood Community Sing as each eve- 
ning a guest artist is welcomed. The 
audience eagerly joins in singing

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Hollywood Bowls 30th Easter 


This spring marks the 30th con- 
secutive year the sacred Easter ser- 
vice commemorating the resurrection 
of Jesus the Christ has been given in 
the beautiful Hollywood Bowl. 


Presentation of the Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Sunrise Service def- 
initely is a work of love. Hundreds 
of men, women and children join in 
cooperative, neighborly fashion to 
assure the success of the non-sectarian 
observance of Easter in the God-given 
setting removed from the discordant 
noises of a busy metropolis. 


After the Hollywood Bowl Easter 


service became well established, many 


of its early workers organized the 
non-profit community corporation. 
This corporation the Hollywood 
Bowl Easter Sunrise Service, is head- 
ed by President Burdette Hastings 
Chapman. 

Early in the year the service cor- 
poration meets to name its many 
working committees (listed in the 


back of this program). These en- 


thusiastic men and women handle 
the multitude of details necessary to 
the production of the program. Fif- 
teen hundred, including several hun- 
dred young people, have a part in the 


presentation of the service.

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Hollywood Bowl Concerts 


Hollywood Bowl Symphonies un- 
der the Stars, now world famous, 
owes its origin in great measure to the 
Easter Sunrise Service for the 1921] 
sacred program heralding the dawn 
of another Easter, gave impetus to 
the presentation of symphony con- 
certs in these hills. 


The Los Angeles Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, then in its second season, 
played on the Easter program with- 
out the benefit of shell or stage. It 
was immediately evident, however, 
that the setting and acoustical proper- 
ties of the Bowl made it an ideal 
place for outdoor concerts. 


The 1950 season (29th consecutive 
series) of starlit concerts will open 
July 11 and continue through Sept. 5, 
with a well organized program of mu- 
sical entertainment designed to suit 
the diverse tastes of all. 


Principal symphony conductors for 
the season will be the distinguished 
Serge Koussevitzky, for 25 years (un- 
til his retirement last year) music di- 
rector of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra; Artur Rodzinski, well known 
for previous Bowl visits and as former 
conductor of the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic, New York Philharmonic- 
Symphony, Cleveland and Chicago 
Symphony Orchestras; and Alfred 
Wallenstein, music director of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic. Wallenstein 
has not conducted in the Bowl since 
he became music head of the Phil- 
harmonic. 


Koussevitzky made a tremendous 
impression last summer when he con- 
ducted two concerts, the final of 
which was before a capacity audience. 
He will close the season with a per- 
formance of the inspiring 9th sym- 
phony of Beethoven, (the choral 
symphony). The large chorus re- 
quired for this mighty work already 
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is in rehearsal under Dr. Hugo 
Strelitzer. 


During the 1950 season there will 
be symphony concerts of lasting im- 
portance, world famous soloists in vo- 
cal and instrumental fields, perform- 
ances of both grand and light opera, 
ballet, and in the popular branches 
of entertainment many programs of 
wide appeal. 

The Hollywood Bowl Orchestra of 
100 musicians includes virtually the 
entire Los Angeles Philharmonic Or- 
chestra, which this year completes its 
3lst season. 

Karl Wecker, general manager of 
the Hollywood Bowl Association, em- 
phasizes the fact that the Hollywood 
Bowl is operated on a democratic ba- 
sis so that every form of musical en- 
tertainment may be enjoyed. Thus, 
the lover of the classics in symphonic 
fare may hear his favorite composi- 
tions performed by outstanding con- 
cert artists and conductors, but those

who enjoy the lighter forms of mu- 
sical expression are not slighted. Sat- 
urday nights are devoted largely to 
this so-called lighter form. 


Largest attendance recorded in Hol- 
lywood Bowl is for the more popular 
type program offered Saturday nights. 
Indeed, the Saturday nights generally 
pay for themselves and absorb the 
cost of presenting the more serious 
music given Tuesday and Thursday 
nights. 


Since the Hollywood Bowl does not 
enjoy the benefits of a subsidy of any 
sort, the Hollywood Bowl Associa- 
tion deems itself entirely justified in 
promoting a type of Saturday night 
entertainment program that will help 


defray the expenses of other less 
widely popular nights. 


The Bowl Association which oper- 
ates the Bowl on 99-year lease from 
the County of Los Angeles (owner of 
the 69 acres of Bowl property) main- 
tains the Bow] on a year around basis. 
Its revenues come from sale of tick- 
ets to the 8-week summer season and 
from leases to various organizations 
for miscellaneous events.

The Pilgrimage Play 


Unique in presentation and setting 
is the Pilgrimage Play, life of Jesus 
Christ which will be given in its 23rd 
season starting early in July. 

The play is produced by the Hol- 
lywood Bowl Theatre Association, an 
affiliate of the Hollywood Bowl As- 
sociation. It is a beautifully conceived 
production which offers an unusual 
experience in the theatre. 

Although the Pilgrimage Play 
Bowl is less well known than its 
larger brother, the Hollywood Bowl, 
it is no less important. Both am- 
phitheatres are owned by the County 
of Los Angeles, subject to 99-year 
lease to the non-profit, civic Holly- 
wood Bowl Association. 

The Pilgrimage Play Bowl, a few 
hundred yards from the Hollywood 
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Bowl is the home of the Pilgrim- 
age Play, a reverent and dramatic 
transcription of the life of Jesus, 
which has been seen by more than 
one million persons in the past 22 
seasons. Nelson Leigh plays the role 
of Jesus. 


The play calls for a cast of 100 
with more than a score of speaking 
parts. The terrain of the outdoor 
theatre is similar to the hills of Judea 
where Jesus lived and taught. This 
play is the only one given in a setting 
of this kind and carries the story of 
Jesus from the manger to the ascen- 
sion. It is based strictly on the four 
Gospels and all the words spoken 
by the character of Jesus are tran- 
scribed without alteration from the 
four Gospels of the New Testament.

Otto K. Olesen, vice-president of 
the Easter corporation, is General 
Chairman of the service and is re- 
sponsible for the coordination of the 
committees. Mrs. Lawrence Downs, 
past president of the Woman’s Club 
of Hollywood, is program chairman. 


Mrs. Leiland Atherton Irish is co- 


chairman. 

Two hundred children of teen age 
sing in the “living cross” chorus. Hu- 
go Kirchhofer originated the idea of 
the children’s chorus formed in the 
shape of a cross and has directed the 
group every year since the first ser- 
vice in Hollywood Bowl in 1921. 

As many as 75,000 calla lilies have 
been collected for Hollywood Bowl 
Easter Sunrise Services. Garden clubs, 
service organizations and scores of 


individuals join in the job of collect- 
ing lilies from all parts of Southern 
California. Maude Louise Hamlin is 
chairman of the lily committee. 

Last year an important feature was 
added to the program: two scenes 
from the famous Pilgrimage Play, life 
of Jesus of Nazareth. The Last Sup- 
per and Tomb scene narrated and di- 
rected by Moroni Olsen serve as a 
prelude to the service proper. 

By the magic of radio and televi- 
sion the services are seen and heard 
by additional millions in all parts of 
the world. This year the broadeast 
across the nation and into foreign 
countries is carried by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System (local outlet 
KNX) and is televised by the Times- 
CBS Television KTTV.

piano. Mr. Kirchhofer and Mrs. 
Jacobson have been the inspiring 
beam under whose direction the Sing 
has been a success from its very be- 
ginning. 

Mrs. John R. Hunt, an accom- 
plished pianist, is in her second year 
as president of the Sing, and the 
Board of Directors boasts of many 
members who have served for many 
years. The Hollywood Community 
Sing is happy to claim Artie Mason 
Carter, known to many as the “Mother 
of Hollywood Bowl,” as President- 
Emeritus. 

The regular weekly meetings of the 
Sing are held each Tuesday evening 
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at 7:45 in Pilgrim Hall, 7065 Holly- 
wood Boulevard (Sycamore Avenue 
entrance) from September to June. 
Thirty-three years of welcoming those 
who love to sing or to listen have 
proved that friendliness pays divi- 
dends and that the Hollywood Com- 
munity Sing has certainly contribu- 
ted generously to the enrichment of 
community life. There is no financial 
obligation involved although the Sing 
welcomes members who care to take 
out a membership. A free will offer- 
ing is taken each evening to defray 
the inevitable expenses. 

The Hollywood Community Sing 
cordially invites the public to share 
in these evenings with neighbors and 
friends and the talented artists. Re- 
member Tuesday evenings are Sing 
nights and one and all are welcome. 
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‘Here all men are one. All faiths the same.
